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PREFACE 


“LET'S READ ENGLISH” is a new series of English textbooks comprising a Pre- 
Primer, a Primer and Books I to VIII. The complete series providés a sound method for 
learning the essentials of the English language. 


The contents and exercises of Books III, IV and V follow a more advanced pattern 
than that used in Books I & II. The contents are divided into lessons which consist ofa 
reading passage followed by various kinds of exercises. The passages for reading are 
varied and have been carefully selected to include stories, descriptions, poems and 

` material designed to develop in the young readers the spirit of scientific thinking, 
adventure, cooperation and national integration. The exercises are meant to emphasise 
the practice of comprehension, structure study and drill and other aspects related to 
understanding and composition. Suggestions have also been given for writing practice 
and these should be supplemented by the use of the corresponding book ‘Let’s Write 
English’ by the same authors. 


It is esential to note that the basis of the success of this method lies in the oral 
approach to teaching. All the lessons must be done orally first. The emphasis should be 
placed on the correct pronunciation of words and intonation of sentences at this stage. 
Students should not be allowed to read on their own. The teacher must first pronounce the 
words and read the sentences and the students must be made to imitate the teacher, first 
all-together and then one by one. 


It is universally recognised that the oral method is the most natural way oflearninga 
language. It is only through the oral method that students will learn to speak and 
understand English as well as to read and write. Students should not be asked to write 
anything that they have not yet learnt orally. Only when they can speak English correctly, 
they should be allowed to write. Students should not be asked to write anything that they 
have not yet learnt orally. Only when they can speak English correctly, they should be 
allowed to write. Suggestions for written exercises have been given at the end of each 
lesson to indicate the sequence in the learning process; first speaking, then, reading and 
finally writing. 

The books are’ profusely illustrated to help the teacher and the students to 
understand the meaning of words and structures. The vocabulary and structures in these 
two books are limited and the teachers should concentrate on the essentials of the spoken 
English and not try to teach more than the students can absorb. The choice of words has 
been determined by their usefulness in conversation and by the subject matter of each 
unit.

The Ranas were the rulers 
of Mewar.

eH ec founded Udaipur in 1559. In 
1567, Akbar, the Mughal Emperor, attacked Chittor, Rana’s 
headquarters. The Mughal forces laid siege to the fort forfour 
months. When there was no way to break away from the siege, 
the Rajputs resorted to Johar. Under this valiant tradition, a 
big fire was prepared in which all the royal ladies burnt 
themselves. The men went out to fight the enemy to the last. 
And Akbar conquered Chittor at last. 

Many heroic deeds by both Rajput men and women are 
recorded in history. The extraordinary heroism of the 
Rajputs, Jaimal and Patka were recognized by Akbar. He 
placed their stone effigies on carved elephants at the palace in 
Delhi where at present the main gate of the Red Fort is 
located. 

Uday Singh died in 1572. His youngest son, Pratap,

became the Rana of Mewar on his death. 


Rana Pratap was the embodiment of noble valour and 
courage. No other ruler of Mewar could compare with him in 
patriotism. He was keen on taking back the fort of Chittor 
from the Mughals. He wished to restore the Ranas to theirold 
glory. Rana Pratap’s efforts made Akbar restless. He sent his 
trusted general Man Singh to persuade the Rana to give up his 


ambition and accept the Emperor’s Supremacy. But Rana 
Pratap refused.

Rana Pratap ran out of the valley on his faithful horse 
Chetak who was wounded. He was pursued by the enemy 
and Chetak, wounded as he was, touched the other side of 
the stream, stumbled and fell. He died soon after, but his 
leap saved his master who was able to escape from there. 


The Rana vowed to take back Chittor from Akbar. He 
promised that he would sleep on the floor, eat leaves and keep 
his moustache down until he had achieved his mission. For 
many years he wandered in the forests. His children had 
nothing but roots and grass to eat. But Rana Pratap did not 
acknowledge Akbar’s rule over his land. 


His followers, the rich and the poor, came forward to help 
him in the war of freedom. The Bhils helped him by hiding 
him in the hills. Rich persons, including Bhama Shah, offered 
him their whole wealth to help in the fighting against Akbar’s 
forces. The Rana was thus able to recapture many of his forts, 
but he died at the age of 57.

India’s national flag has three colours: saffron, white and 
green. The three colours are divided in three equal horizontal 
bands. At the top there is the saffron band. The white band is 
in the middle. At the bottom is the green band. 


In the centre of the white band there is a wheel. The 
wheel has been taken from the Ashok Chakra. 

The Indian national flag was first accepted by the Indian 
National Congress as the insignia of the party. During the 
freedom movement the white portion had a charkha—the weavers 
implement—on it. As the charkha did not fit in with the 
symmetry of the flag, it was decided to have only the wheel in 
the middle. The charkha was replaced by the Ashok Chakra 
when the national flag was designed. The Ashok Chakra 
reminded the people of the peaceful policies which Ashoka 
had favoured in the country’s glorious past. 


When India gained freedom in 1947, the first Prime 
Minister, Jawahar Lal Nehru gave this flag to the nation. 
The Union Jack, the symbol of British power, was lowered 
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and the National tricolour was hoisted at the historic Red 
Fort in Delhi. 


Now the flag proudly flutters over all government 
buildings. Our flag has reached the top of Everest and the 
snow lands of Antarctica. It has been taken into space as well. 


Have you ever seen Parliament House? The central 
dome has our tricolour flying over it. Rashtrapati Bhawan in 
New Delhi is also crowned with the national flag. 


As Pandit Nehru said while dedicating the flag to the 
Nation, the tricolour is a beautiful piece of colour 
combination. It is something pleasing to the eye and 
encouraging to the heart. 

The saffron colour is traditionally associated with the 
dress of ancient Indian ascetics, saints, rishis and munis of 
old India. The saffron in the tricolour reminds us of the 
spiritual glory of our ancestors. The white colour is 
traditionally regarded as the colour of purity and innocence. 
The white in our tricolour is indicative of the purity of our 


intentions. Indians have always cherished purity in human 
life. 


The wheel in the centre is associated with Emperor 
Ashoka. Ashoka was our great ancestor who renounced 
imperial pride after the bloody battle of Kalinga and became 
the follower of non-violence. The message of Lord Buddha 
gave him faith in the sanctity of all life. ‘After the battle of 
Kalinga Ashoka built many roads, wells and guest houses for 
the travellers and did many charitable deeds for the needy. 
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The green colour is usually associated with prosperity. It 
is also the colour of nature and agriculture. India is mainly an 
agricultural country. 


The flag that our nation has adopted has three colours 
which are beautiful to look at and which are associated with 
spiritualism, purity, prosperity and agricultural production.

Mohandas Karamchand Gandhi was born at Porbandar, 
on India’s west coast, on October 2, 1869. He was the 
youngest son of Karam Chand Gandhi, Dewan of Rajkot. 


When he was just eighteen (in September 1887), he was 
sent to England to study law. His mother would not allow him 
to go abroad. But when Mohandas promised that he would 
remain a strict vegetarian, his motheragreed to let him go. On 
the voyage and in his first London hotel, he was almost 
starved to death because of his vow to remain a vegetarian.

Gandhi was rather shy in the beginning. His shyness cut 

him off from many normal contacts. He was bewildered at 
English habits and decided to keep himself in the midst of 
polite society. At one stage he bought stylish Western 
clothes—even a silk hat—and spent hours arranging his tie 
and hair. He took lessons in dancing and music. But Western 
rhythms proved quite beyond him. Suddenly he gave up his 
efforts at British mannerisms and said to himself: “If my 
character makes a gentleman of me, so much the better, 
otherwise I should forego the ambition.” 


In time young Gandhi settled down and became an active 
member of the Vegetarian Society. He remained in England 
for three years and was called to the Barin 1891. He returned 
to India but made little headway as a lawyer. He was called to 

South Africa by an Indian firm. It was in South Africa that his 


social conscience was thoroughly aroused. He saw his fellow 
Asians treated as ‘coloured trash’. Within a few years he was 


- drawn into their struggle for elementary political and social 
rights. 


His early experiences in South Africa helped to show 


him the nature of the Asians’ problems there. He took a train 
from Durban to Pretoria. He had a first-class ticket, but he 


was not allowed to travel in that class by the whites and was 
pushed out of the compartment by force. All his protests were 
met by railway officials with jeers and shouts of “Sammy”— 
the nickname given by Europeans to all Asians, He had to 
complete his journey by coach where also he was insulted by 
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the conductor because he refused to move to an inferior seat. 


Gandhi quickly realised that South Africa was not a 
respectable place for the Asians to live in. So he began a non- 
violent struggle for equal human rights for Asians in South 
Africa. He gave the name Satyagraha to his struggle. 
Satyagraha is a Hindi word which means struggle for truth. 
Mahatma Gandhi was one of the rare individuals who could 
dare to stand against injustice at the risk ofhis life. He did not 
yield on principles. He stuck to non-violent methods of 
agitation or protest even when provoked to violence by the 
party doing injustice.

ian Congress in Africa with the 
help of non-white friends and launched a campaign to raise 
the standards of cleanliness, sanitation, housing and 
education among the Asians of Natal. Gandhi convinced 
himself that a good life could be lived by learning the arts of 
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farming, cooking, nursing and teaching. These he learnt 
himself without the help of machines. 


During the Zulu Rebellion in 1906 Gandhi volunteered 
to recruit a company of Asian stretcher-bearers for the 
wounded, and nursed the royalists and the rebels alike to 
health. 


In Transvaal Gandhi used the weapon of satyagraha for 
the repeal of anti-Asian Laws. After years of struggle and 
imprisonment, he succeeded in the repeal of anti-Asian Acts 
in Africa.

MAHATMA GANDHI- II 


9.1 First read with your eche Then read alone : 


Mahatma Gandhi retumed to India from Africa in 1915. 
On reaching India, he found that he was required to work for 
swaraj. Swaraj is a Hindi word which stands, for self- © 
government or government of the people, by the people and for 
the people. His foremost method in the struggle for swaraj 
was Satyagraha. i.e. non-violent, non-coperation. Satyagraha 
helped the peasants of Champaran (Bihar) who were 
oppressed by the government’s policy on indigo- -growing. 
The protits of indigo export were retained by the British, 
without giving reasonable wages to the farmers. Therefore. 
Gandhi came to their help and to the help of oppressed 
peasants in other nearby provinces. 
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During the First World War Gandhi helped the British 

Government with volunteers on the promise of self-go 
ment to Indiansafter the warThe British Government offered 
some reforms but these meant very little. Gandhi, therefore, 
started civil disobedience in 1919 against the Rowlatt Acts 
which gave extraordinary powers to the government to 
suppress unrestin the Punjab. There was a great 
massacre of people at Jalianwala Bagh in Amritsar. 
Later on Gandhi withdrew his campaigns three times 
because of violence by the freedom fighters.As the masses 
were not fully trained in satyagraha they often turned 
violent. 

During 1918-1922 Gandhi worked for amity between 
Hindus and Muslims. He also fought constantly against the 
evil of untouchability. He fought against the habits of drug- 
taking and drinking and urged the villagers to tend their cattle 
well. He always preached goodwill among different 
communities. 

Sir John Simon’s Commission considered in 1927 
whether India was ready for another instalment of self- 
government.Congress resolved that, as the Government 
would give no pledge of immediate Dominion Status to India, 
Gandhi must lead a new campaign of civil disobedience. 
Gandhi decided to experiment civil disobedience against the 
Government’s salt monopoly as a sample demonstration. He 
marched with his followers who were joined by thousands 
on route to the sea at Dandi. The Dandi March created 

widespread interest in Britain and America. It took Gandhi 
and his followers a month to reach the sea-shore. There, on 6 
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April, 1930, Gandhi ceremoniously picked up a piece of salt 
from the beach and thus, by a symbolic breach of the law, 
inaugurated a method of civil disobedience on a larger scale in 
different spheres.

He was arrested a month later under a regulation 
whereby persons could be imprisoned indefinitely without 
trial. This arrest led to a hartal (strike), and a day of political 
mourning, in all the major towns of India. A truce was 
negotiated with the Viceroy, Lord Irwin. Gandhi was released 
and Congress suspended direct action. Within six months 
the truce was broken and repressive measures were 
reinforced by a new Viceroy, Lord Willingdon. Gandhi was 
put again ïn jail without trial. The Gandhi in jail proved a 
greater moral force than the Gandhi at liberty. Indeed in that 
year (1932) almost all the Congress leaders who joined the 
non-violent struggle were put behind bars. 
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Towards the end of 1982 Gandhi started a “fast unto 
death” on behalf of the Untouchables. Some Hindu and 
Untouchable leaders gathered round his bed and arrived ata 
solution. In 1933 Gandhi was released. The next few years he 
devoted most of his time to the betterment of the condition of 
the Untouchables and to educate the people in social 
problems and their solution. 


By 1938 Gandhi was again in the thick of political 
activity, trying to bridge the ever-widening gulf between 
Hindus and Muslims. In 1942 he was arrested again after 
Congress had passed the “Quit India” resolution. His arrest 
brought great unrest in the country and Britain’s war efforts 
were badly affected. 


Gandhi’s wife Kasturba diedin prison in 1944. In the 
following year the Labour Party came to power in England 
and sent a Cabinet Mission to India. On February 27, 1947 
the British Government announced their decision to leave 
India. 


During the transfer of power, Gandhi toured the 
riot-affected areas. He was grieved to see the bloodshed of 
mankind. In an effort to bring about peace among Hindus and 
Muslims, he fasted for five days in his seventy-ninth year. 
The rejoicing of the people at the end of his fast tumed to 
mourning when on his way toa prayer meeting on 30 January 
1948, he was shot dead by a fanatical Hindu youth. 


Thus blind and unreasoning violence ended a life 
dedicated to denouncing its use in the affairs of mankind. As 
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Nehru said, his death took the light away from us, but his 
example will continue to guide us and shape the destiny of 
India in all times.

It 
contains two hundred thousand lines of fine poetry. 


It is the story of the jealousy between the hundred 
Kauravas and the five Pandavas Yudhishthirawas the eldest 


of the Pandava brothers. Arjuna, the third Pandava was the 
gift of Lord Indra to Kunti. 


Arjuna once saw Subhadra, the sister of Lord Krishna, 
and fell in love with her. Lord Krishna encouraged the 
Pandava prince to marry Subhadra. 
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Arjuna had a son by Subhadra. The boy was called 
Abhimanyu. He had long arms, a broad chest and large eyes. 
To celebrate his birth, Yudhishthira distributed ten thousand 
cattle and gold coins to Brahmins. The meaning of the word 
Abhminayu is “a man of strong will”. 


This renowned son of Arjuna was a great hero and valiant 
soldier. On the second day of the Great War he killed 
Duryodhana’s son Lakshman. 


On the thirteenth day of the War, Drona, the commander 
of the Kauravas, arranged his forces on a circular pattern. 
This pattern is called the Chakravayvuh, and is very difficult to 
penetrate. Not many heroes of ancient India could penetrate 
this circular pattern of warfare. 

Only four persons knew how to break Drona’s circle. 
They were Krishna, Arjuna, Pradyumna and Abhimanyu. 
But, on that fateful day, when the circular array advanced 
towards the Pandavas, Arjuna was engaged in another part of 
the battle-field. Yudhishthira asked Abhimanyu to penetrate 
the circle and break it. Abhimanyu obeyed his uncle’s orders 
and pounced upon the Kauravas. The first thrust of 
Abhimanyu created a gap in the circle. The Kauravas were 
greatly afflicted. Abhimanyu did not know how to come out of 
it. Yudhisthira followed Abhimanyu with his forces. 


Drona was aware of Abhimanyu’s strong armour. So he 
advised the Kaurava generals to cut off Abhimanyu’s bow. 
His scheme was to kill the horses and charioteersandthus 
overpower Abhimanyu from all sides. The Kauravas killed the 
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horses and both his charioteers. Bowless and chariotless 
Abhimanyu fought them single-handed. He saw Ashwathama, 
Drona’s son and attacked him with a mace. Many Kauravas 
interceded to save the commander’s son. In the confusion 
Abhimanyu was killed by Duhshasana’s son. 


The heroic deeds of Abhimanyu rightly earned him name 
and fame. His name has been a synonym for valiant courage.

Chandrashekhar Venkat Raman, the great Indian 
scientist,;was born onNovember 7, 1888 at Trichinopoly. He 
had his college education at Presidency College, Madras, and 
received his Master’s degree in 1907. Even as a student he 
was conducting research in optics—the science of light, and 
acoustics—the science of sound. 


Dr. Raman wrote many books on molecular physics. He 
was honoured by the British Monarch in 1929 who conferred 
on him the title of ‘Sir. He won the Nobel prize in 1930. 
Various international institutes offered him awards and 
honours. The Government of India honoured him by 
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awarding him the Bharat Ratna in 1954. The Bharat Ratnais 


the highest award given by the Government of India for rare 
distinction. 


Raman’s research for which he was awarded the Nobel 
Prize is known as the Raman Effect. He gave ademonstration 
of the Raman Effect in Stockholm. The Raman Effect means 
that a charge is caused in the wave-length oflight scattered by 
liquid molecules—the lightest particles of matter. This 
discovery has been of great use in many mineral industries 


like petroleum. Raman demonstrated this effect on many 
liquids. 


No one knew the impact of the molecular defraction of 
light. Einstein was the first to foresee it. Many other 
physicists carried on untiring research in molecular physics. 
The Raman effect led to the design and manufacture of many 
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precision machines which are useful in the study of atoms 
and molecules. i 


Dr. Raman’s research has led to a number of scientific 
inventions for the benefit of mankind.

He decided to build an 
immortal mausoleum in the memory of his beloved queen. 
The building was conceived in 1632. The plans for the Taj 
Mahal were prepared by a committee ofarchitects from India, 
Persia, Central Asia and beyond. The credit for the final plan 
is given toa Turkish architect, Ustad Isa. 
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The material for building the Taj and the masons, 
builders, inlayers and calligraphists came from all over India 
and central Asia. More than 20,000 workmen were employed 
daily to complete the mausoleum building itself.

Persons of different religions— Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs, 
Christians, Parsis and others all work shoulder to shoulder in 
factories, industries, farms and other occupations. 


Working and earning together has brought feelings of 
regard and affection for each other. In social life, the 
Government of free India has provided equal chance to 
everyone to grow and live a good life. Different communities 
live as good neighbours, even when in their private life they 
may pray to God in their respective traditional ways. 


There aré also differences among people on the basis of 
caste or tribe. All people are equal in the eyes of the law but 
lower castes and backward tribes are given preference for 
employment. This is done to give them an opportunity to be at 
par with people belonging to higher castes. 


In spite of the above differences, India has a unity of 
culture. This culture has the same features throughout the 
country. The colourful variety of peoples, religions and 
languages is woven into a beautiful pattern.

Gavaskar also holds the record of scoring a century in 
each innings of a Test on three occasions: He also holds the 
record of scoring the highest number of runs in the lowest 
number of Tests by any Indian. He has scored 1000 runs in 
Tests in a calendar year thrice. He has already scored 76 half 
centuries in tests. He has scored over 30 centuries in Tests, 


which is a world record. He has already scored ten thousand 
runs. 


Sunil is called the Master because of his great skill and 
wonderful performance in batting.
